The Arab refuges question. 


Al Ahram publishes a story in its front page in which 
it says That tho Jows drove the Arabs of Palestine out of 
their homes in ordor to make room for Jowish irmmicrants.

Al Ahram criticizes Bernadotte, 


Al Ahramts Amman Correspondcnt writes an article 
for his paper In which he accuses Bernadotto of conspiring 
with the Jows to disarm the Arabs of old Jorusalom in ordor 
to cnablc the Jows of new Jerusalem to occupy the whole of 
Jorusalon. The Mediator has notificd tho Arab Leasuc that 
he was leaving Rhodes for Sweden on August 13th. The firob 
also reccived a noto from Sir Raphaol Colanto of the Unitcd 
Nations saying that tho nunber of Arab refugecs at Ramallah

Al Assos publishes an cditorial headlined: "The 
Arabs must depend on thonscolvos" in which it says that the 
Arabs would be foolish to cxpoct justice from intornational 
organisations or from the big powers, and they should thorc- 
force depend on themsclvos and cooperate fullye 


Al Assas also roports that tho Minister of Educa- 
tion has instructed tho Esyptian Education Mission in Swite 
zorland to sevor o11 rolations with the Egyptian Jewish stu- 
dents in Switzerland who are proved to bo ongaged in pro= 
Zionist activitics in that countrys. This moans that tho 
Jewish students in question will no longer’ be entitlicd to 
got Swiss franca from the Esyptian mission.
